Y ov will recall that our Divine Lord asked His Apos- 
tles on one occasion what ideas the people had about Him, The 
Apostles answered that some-thought “You are one of the old 
prophets returned to earth, such as Jeremias and Elias, some 
think you are John the Baptist.” Then Christ asked the Apos- 
tles the same question: “What do you say that I am?” Where- 
upon Peter, always the spokesman for the twelve, responded, 
“Thou art Christ, Son of the Living God.” (Matt. 16:14-17.) 

Now those who thought Christ was human were right in- 
sofar as He did possess a human nature, and Peter was right 
when declaring Christ also possessed a divine nature. He was 
the God-man., 

Now the same. question is asked quite frequently by non- 
Catholics concerning Mary. “Is she the mother of Jesus’ human 
nature only, or is she ‘Mother of God?’ ” 


The Scriptures say a great, deal about Mary. They refer. 


to her in Genesis, the first book of the Bible (Gen. 3:15); in 
Revelations, the last book of the Bible (Revel. 12:1); in Mat- 
thew and Luke in the middle of the Bible. In Luke, beginning 
with verse 26 of Chapter one, and running up to verse 56, the 
whole story is about Mary, and Mary (Continued on page 7) 


A Close-Up of the Sect’s Strange Founder 


Some Light on the 


Sehovah’s Witnesses 


REV. JOHN A. O'BRIEN 


Has a canvasser knocked at your door 
and tried to “sell” you a new brand of home- 
brewed religion, featuring the alleged immi- 
nent end of the world, the battle of Arma- 
geddon, and the establishment of a celestial 
kingdom on earth? If so, the door-to-door 
peddier of salvation—and of The Watch- 
tower and Awake! magazines—was a self- 
styled minister of Jehovah’s Witnesses. 


Who are these Witnesses? Who founded 
this curious sect? What do they teach? What 
is the secret of their amazing missionary 
zeal? Such are the quetsions which many 
people are asking today. 


This sect is one of the oddest and most 
fantastic to be spawned in America. It rivals 
those two other indigenous sects, Mormonism 
and Christian Science, not only in the bizarre 
and incredible character of its creed but also 
in the crusading zeal of its members. 


It was founded in 1872 by Charles Taze 
Russell, a clothing store merchant, in Alle- 
gheny (now a suburb of Pittsburgh), Penn- 
sylvania. The sect has gone through many 
names. As Russell began by preaching what 
he termed the “Millenial Dawn,” his follow- 
ers were originally called Millenial Dawnists. 
Later they became known as Russellites, 
Watch Tower Bible people, International 
Bible Students Association, Rutherfordites 
and finally (after his death) Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses, 

Born at Pittsburgh in 1852, Charles T. 
Russell was the second son of Joseph L. and 
Ann Eliza (Birney) Russell. As a child he 
was reared a Presbyterian, but later became 
a member of the Congregational Church, He 
attended no college but went to work for his 
father, assisting him in the management of a 
chain of five clothing stores. 


Common among long-time Witnesses 
is a tradition that Russell was an orthodox 
Congregationalist until the time when, on 
one of his trips in connection with his fath- 
er’s business, he entered a poolroom, There 
he engaged in an argument on Biblical sub- 
jects and especially on the doctrine of hell. 


His opponent shook his faith in this doctrine 
and this led him to question, and later to 
reject, other doctrines of the Christian faith, 


About this time Russell became greatly 
attracted to the views of the Second Day 
Adventists, founded by William Miller in 
1829. Their distinctive belief was in the 
second coming of Christ in 1840. When this 
event failed to occur, most of the members 
lost faith and withdrew from it. It is prob- 
able that Russell came in contact with some 
who still clung to the faith, and from these 
he got his ideas about the alleged imminent 
end of the world and the approaching mile 
lenium, 


In 1872, at the age of twenty, Charles 
began to preach the “good news” of a cult 
which denied the existence of hell and the 
immortality of the soul and heralded the 
imminent establishment of a celestial king- 
dom on earth. He and some young friends 
formed a Bible class, and proceeded to in- 
terpret various Scriptural texts in their own 
naive fashion. Aided by a gift of $1,000 from 
his father, Charles published a pamphlet, 
“The Object and Manner of the Lord’s Re- 
turn.” : 


This proclaimed that Christ’s coming, 
now imminent, was to be not a physical but a 
spiritual manifestation, and that it was 
erroneous to hold that the world would be 
destroyed on that tremendous occasion. The 
pamphlet achieved a circulation of 59,000, 
and Charles now found himself in the busi- 
ness of preaching and of publishing, in 
which he was to spend the rest of his life, 


Ewe years later, in 1879, he founded 
The Watchtower magazine to propagandize 
his new cult and the magazine has continued 
ever since as the chief organ of the sect. In 
1881 he organized Zion’s Watch Tower Tract 
Society, with its headquarters in Allegheny, 
Pennsylvania, and had it chartered as a none 
profit corporation with himself as president. 
In 1896 its title was changed to Watch Tower 
Bible and Tract Society, and it has continued 
to this day as the central and controlling ore 
ganization of Jehovah’s Witnesses. 


In 1878, at the age of 26, he organized a 
congregation in Pittsburgh and began call- 
ing himself “Pastor.” He continued his writ- 
ing, drawing largely upon the works of J. H, 
Paton, published under the title of “Day 
Dawn.” Proclaiming these ideas as his own 
divinely-inspired doctrines, Russell merely 
substituted the title “Millenial Dawn” for 
“Day Dawn” to distinguish his system from 
Paton’s. Later he changed the title to the less 
recognizable “Studies in the Scriptures.” 


Russell proved a tireless propagandist 
and the cult spread to Canada and abroad. 
In 1909 he secured a New York pulpit—the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, in what had been the 
Bethel Chapel of Plymouth Church. The 
chief publishing center was established in 
Brooklyn and it has continued to turn out an 
ever increasing volume of propaganda in the 
form of pamphlets, magazines and paper- 
covered books. 


The sect boasted of 2,000 congregations 
here and abroad. An investigation disclosed, 
however, that most ef the so-called “church- 
es” were no more than rented halls or dere- 
lict places of worship, where the “pastor” 
was chiefly a supervisor of salesmen of the 
sect’s publications. 


As a free-lace, self-styled “Pastor,” Rus- 
sell attacked all other religions, incessantly 
proclaimed his message the only true one, 
and regarded himself as the “Seventh Mes- 
senger’ or “Angel” referred to in Ezekiel, 


IX. He likened himself to a “Combination 


Timelock”: the course of history called for 
the “opening” of divine secrets and he was 
the only one who knew the “combination.” 
What kind of a man was the founder of 
this weird sect? He was divorced by his wife

Besides, Union Theological Seminary didn't 
even exist in Jesus’ day. Therefore— 

“Jesus was a carpenter from the non- 
clerical tribe of Judah ... Furthermore, 
Jesus chose 12 Apostles to serve as the 
mainstays of the new Christian religion. 
Oddly enough, not even one of those Apos- 
tles was a clergyman: 

“No, they were ordinary workers, such 
as fishermen, farmers, tax collectors, etc. 
Christ was surrounded by many trained 
clergymen but didn't select even one of 
them to be an Apostle. 

“The great spark plug in building new 
churches during that first century A.D. 
was also a man who worked all day as a 
tent-maker. His name was Paul. 

“He probably devoted 10 hours per day 
to his job of sewing canvas to make tents. 

“Only when, figuratively, the quitting 
whistle had blown, did he shift his energy 
to the absorbing hobby or avocation which 
has made him famous—namely, the job: of 
preaching on street corners and the found- 
ing of little mission churches.”

Pittsburgh, was 
oad to the rank of an Archconfraternity 
with the right to affiliate other Confrater- 
nities. At the present time more than 2,000 
Confraternities have availed themselves of 
this affiliation. The entire movement is un- 
Jer the patronage of Mary, the Sorrowful 
Mother. 


The striking thing. about the origin of 
the Christian Mothers’ Confraternity”is that 
it was so spontaneous. It was not “foisted” 
upon Catholic women, but grew out of 
themselves. It has been aptly described as 
“one of those providential movements 
among the laity by which the Holy Spirit 
so olten renews the spirit of the Church or 
of some group within the Church.” 

The Confraternity came into being at 


a time when the forces of that era began 
their insidious work of undermining family 
life. The Christian Mothers of the day met 
the challenge with a spiritual and “spirit- 
ualizing” movement. It was at once a move- 
' ment of self-defense and self-preservation. 


Brrrty. the Confraternity of Chris- 
tian Mothers has for its object the Christian 
home education of children by truly Chris- 
tian Mothers. It seeks to unite by the ob- 
servance of its rules and regulations all 
Christian women, married or widowed, who 
are willing to assist each other to achieve 
this noble purpose. Under the special pa- 
tronage of the Mother of Sorrows the mem- 
bers are encouraged to undertake the im- 
portant task of training and sanctifying the 
young souls entrusted to their care. They 
are taught to edify each other by word and

deed, to support one another by fervent 
prayers and thus become the mainstay of 
spiritual life within their own families, also 
becoming a fruitful source of blessings to 
the community in which they live. There 
are now five Archconfraternities of Chris- 
tian Mothers in the world—in addition to 
the one in Pittsburgh, the others are in 
Rome, Paris, Regenburg and Cracow. 

Every mother who becomes a member 
of a parish Confraternity is supplied with 
a list of what she can do to insure the 
proper home education of her children. She 
is encouraged to set the examples of piety 
and virtue; to avoid wrongful words and 
actions in the presence of children: to 
avoid jealousy and lack of charity; to be 
modest and to avoid laziness, pride and 
haughtiness; to provide children with time 
for recreation, but to insist that this in no 
way interfere with diligent study and home 
chores; to teach children the value of simple 
dress and simple eating habits: to keep 
them away from questionable places of en- 
tertainment; to keep alcohol in any shape 
or form away from them: to insist upon 
regular habits in the home, relating to eat- 
ing, playing and sleeping: to insist that 
their books, clothing and playthings be 
kept in neat order; to gather the family to- 
gether for morning and night prayers: to 
insure their punctuality at church and 
school and to insist upon frequent reception 
of the sacraments and affiliation with some 
religious society for young people. 

Every member of the Confraternity is 
also supplied with what is known as a 
“Spiritual Check-up” list which provides 
for a check-up on all of the points set forth 
above and others, including such matters as 
supervision of the radio and television pro- 
grams permitted to come into the home, the 
reading material of the family, the mother’s 
attitude toward the father with emphasis 
on her personal appearance, and such mat- 
ters as whether she has impaired the au- 
thority of her husband with the children 
regarding obedience and whether she has 
blamed the father in presence of the chil- 
dren or belittled him before strangers. 

When one considers the scope of the 
program of the Christian Mothers’ Confra- 
ternity it 1s not surprising that it has re- 
ceived Papal and other commendation. 
Pope Pius [X said, “Give me truly Chris- 
tian Mothers, and I will renew the face of 
the earth.” In conveying the special Apos- 
tolic Benediction of Pope Pius XII to the 
Archconfraternity in connection with the 
observance of the Diamond Jubilee, His Ex- 
cellency Most Rev. A. G. Cicognani, Apos- 
tolic Delegate to the U.S., wrote to Rev. 
Bertin Roll, O.F.M., Cap., National Director: 

“The invaluable assistance you provide 
to mothers in the all-important work of ed- 
ucation of their children is a source of great 
consolation to Holy Mother Church and cer- 
tainly to Our Divine Lord Who so loved 
children. I trust that this Benediction of 
the Vicar of Christ will serve to strengthen 
and encourage you in this cherished apos- 
tolate and that Mary, the Mother of God, 
will obtain from her Divine Son abundant 
blessings for everyone who renders aid to 
the advancement of this noole work in the 
days ahead.” 


Aso. in connection with the Dia- 
mond Jubilee of the Archconfraternity in 
this country, Father Roll received from 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower this trib- 
ute: 

“Permit me to congratulate the organ- 
ization on its long and dedicated effort to 
strengthen American families and to foster 
good citizenship—an effort which I hope 
will flourish through the years to come.” 
| In affiliating with the Archconfrater- 
nity, the parish group or Confraternity ob- 
tains an “Application for Affiliation” from 
the Archconfraternity headquarters, 220 
37th Street, Pittsburgh, 1, Penna., and this 
must be filled out by the pastor or director, 
sent to the local Bishop for approval and 
returned to headquarters for the issuance 
of the Diploma of Affiliation. Many pastors 
have taken existing groups such as Altar 
Societies, Mothers’ Clubs, Guilds and the 
like and by combining with the Confrater- 
nity given them the extra advantage of the 
home angle plus the added spiritual values 
found in the Confraternity, which is one of 
the most highly indulgenced organizations 
for married women in the Church, —y

home situation as much as others. 

~ In solving home problems, parents 
must remember the peculiar status of the 
adolescent himself, He is im an environ- 
ment, among people and things he has 
known from babyhood and childhood. Now, 
he is changing completely, but he is the 
only element that is changing. The home, 
his parents, and every other single thing re- 
main almost the same. Furthermore, he is 
most conscious of the change within him- 
self. He is conscious that all those evalua- 
tions of childhood—which he accepted and 


held on to—must now be given brand new 
values—the values that a man must give 
to people and things. 

To help parents handle Billy’s new 
home-adjustment problems, I have devised 
9 short examination of conscience, I shall 


ask the questions; you as parents answer 
them honestly to yourselves, 

Question 1: Do you ever nag Billy at 
home? Do you repeatedly reiterate admoni- 
tions, cautions and reminders and continu- 
ally re-hash his failures, blunders and 
omissions? If so, you are inviting problems. 

Nagging never helped anyone, least of 
all an adolescent boy. Nagging only embit- 
ters and sours a boy. He really doesn’t need 
nagging, for he knows better than anyone 
else what he ought to do—what is good, fine 
and ideal to do.. He is at a very idealistic 
period of life. Constant nagging takes all 
the originality, fun and idealism out of the 
fine things he wants to do of himself, be- 
cause he is just learning to do on his own. 

_ If you are a nagger, stop it today. Let 
him miss some things; let him make mis- 
takes. You may even surprise him into 
Wanting to do on his own the very things 


Nagging upsets his wavering, unstable, 
fmotional machinery. An adolescent fears 
hagging and the debilitating effect it has on 

already over-alert emotions and over- 
alert nerves. I have known boys to run 
away from home mainly to escape nagging.

Do you 
allow latitude to another member of the 
family that you don’t allow to the adoles- 
cent? As one boy said to me with resent- 
ment, “Everything my sister does or says, 
Mother and Dad think is cute. But as soon 
as I do.or say anything...” 

This much you should know, that from 
all his games, companions, contacts, and 
developing instincts, Billy’s sense of fair- 
ness is keener than yours or mine. Our 
sense of fairness may be very easily blunted 
by the very fact that we can comprehend 
so many sides of a situation, or by the force 
of our habitual inclinations. Adolescents 
see right through a situation to its fairness 
or unfairness. 

Question 4: Do you try to place your- 
self in the new viewpoint of the new boy? 
Or do you insist on judging this new boy by 
the old standards? Do you hark back to 
what he used to do, comparing it to what he 
does now? Do you make him feel that what 
he used to be was so much finer than what 
he is and does now? Whereas it isn’t so 
much a question of quality as of difference. 

Note: His new notions won’t be the 
best notions, but they are the result of sin- 
cere, honest adolescent thinking, the be- 
ginnings at least of his new personality. The 
way to help him to a normal, sound view- 
point is to work with him on his own new 
level. 

Let me illustrate with an intimate little 
incident born of the life and inner thoughts 
of a sincere, earnest boy. 

One day he came to me, this sixteen- 
year-old lad who at one time was bump- 
tious and noisy but had quieted down as 
adolescence advanced. He had something 
on his mind, but in his hesitation couldn't 
express it. Could it be studies, or confes- 
sion perhaps, that was bothering him? 

Finally, he said explosively “No, Fa- 
ther, it’s about my mother .. . I always used 
to kiss her when I left the house, or when I 
got home, or when I went to bed at night 
...and now I don’t do it anymore... and 
is it all right if I don’t?” 

See the real problem here—the honest 
struggle between the boy’s old loyalty to 
the one he still loves best in the world, and 
his new loyalty to the viewpoint developing 
within him, which by its very newness, has 
got things a little out of focus for him—if 

nly temporarily. 

He had the highest 
ideals about becoming manly and strong in 
mind and heart, and somewhere he has read 
or heard or noticed that men—real men— 
do not show emotion. They have control.

What if Billy’s mother had no under- 
standing at all of his viewpoint? What if 
she had followed up his sudden change in 
custom with accusations, suspicions, self - 
ish disappointment, coldness and that si- 
lence which often has real cruelty in it. 

Under wrong treatment, the problem 
would grow, whereas all that was needed 
was a little understanding of Billy’s new 
(and maybe wrong) viewpoint, until by his 
own thinking of things out, he grasped the 
situation and allowed things to come back

For the last five years I've been living 
in North Carolina where the Catholics are 
few and where the pastors in the smaller 
communities must scrimp and save to pro- 
vide for their parishes and for their own 
housing. But there are none who have near- 
ly so little as Padre Manuel has and none 
who have a task so great, for there must be 
15.000 Catholics in the parish he serves and 
it is a sadness for him to have the know- 
ledge so few of them practice their faith. 

The Legion of Mary is active in San 
Miguel and the half dozen or so faithful 
members are helping the priest greatly. 
Sometimes they are overwhelmed by the 
apathy they meet for these people are not 
Protestants, they are not opposed to the 
Church, they insist they are Catholics but 
they are Catholics asleep or dead. 

“Many die,” Padre Manuel says sadly, 
shaking his head, “but last year only three 
received the last rites of the Church.”

Surely the woman who gave to Christ the very flesh 
4 blood with which He was to redeem all mankind, could 
- aac have been for one moment under the dominion 
seh Fyil One, whose head she was to crush (Gen, 3:15). 
The translation of that text in the Protestant Bible would 
‘nvey the impression that Christ would crush the head 
if the serpent, but God, speaking to the devil, told him 
that both she, Mary, and her Seed, Christ, would be at 
enmity with him. That would not be true if Mary’s soul 
were, at anytime, tainted by sin. ; 

Most exegetes refer to the text in the last book of the 
Bible (Rev. 12:1) to Mary assumed into Heaven, because 
st John, in vision, saw her in Heaven with her body, 
“clothed with the sun, with the moon under her feet, and 
around her head a crown of twelve stars.” The same exe- 
getes read into that text her crowning as the Queen of the 


Apostles, and inferentially, the Queen of all saints and 
bangels. 


Many ask why Mary’s death and assumption are not 
recorded in the Bible. The answer is that most of the New 
Testament was written before Mary died, and hence noth- 
ing could have been recorded about her death. 

God would certainly provide a worthy mother for His 
beloved Son, and reason itself suggests that He would have 
preserved her soul from the stain of Original Sin—or she 
would not have been worthy of Him. The generality of 
Protestants do not believe in Original Sin. Therefore, they 
must believe that they and everybody else were created 
immaculate. If every one was born immaculate, why deny 
he privilege to Mary? 

The Council of Ephesus, called in the year 431, dealt 
ith the heresy taught by Nestorius, who held Mary was 
not entitled to the designation “Mother of God” (Theoto- 
kos). The Nestorian teaching was condemned by that 

ouncil, The Nestorians had not rejected belief in the 
ummaculate Conception. 

The teaching of the Church is that Christ had only a 
tivine Person, while He had two natures, namely, that of 
od and that of man. We often refer to Christ as the “God- 
an.” If Mary was the Mother of Him Whose person was 
od, then she is entitled to be called “the Mother of God.” 
Uf course every Catholic is taught that Mary was not the 
lother of the Holy Trinity, or of the Godhead in Heaven. 

Didn’t Elizabeth, under divine inspiration, address 
lary with the words “The Mother of my Lord” (Luke 
43)? It was certainly not a human Lord; and the Arch- 
ingel Gabriel told her “the Lord is with thee” (Luke 1:28) 

in the special sense that the person of the Eternal Son of 
od was united to her very body.

J. Edgar Hoover 


The influence of religion must be ex- 
tended to every home. This is a recent 
statement of J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

Mr. Hoover was referring to some of 
the various cures for juvenile delinquency 
which he in his position considers vital in 
any approach to the problem. He asserted 
that church doors being open once a week 
for an eleven o’clock church service is 
“hardly to be considered as extending the 
influence to every home.” Neither will it 
influence the community. 

The FBI Director. also stated that 
church supervised sports in which real per- 
sonal attention is given to the individual is 
another important role of religion. 

And—get this—Mr. Hoover says in un- 
equivocal terms that we are never going to 
get children to respect the laws of the com- 
munity unless we first get them to respect 
the laws of God. 

To all of which we add sincere approv- 
al. Catholic Church doors are open all day 
long and all week long. Mass on Sunday is 
not a meeting at which people merely re- 
new their friendships and shake hands with 
the minister. It is an act of worship in the 
manner prescribed for us by God Himself. 
We renew friendships, of course, but the 
first renewal is to God. |

Ny a Messias persecuted by a.wicked 
st. Again, the idea of warfare be- 
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Christian idea of a clear-cut division be- 
tween the Christian and the non-Christian. 
Still again, the Qumran community is said 
to have had something strikingly like 
Christian Baptism, and something else 
strikingly like the Eucharist. Also, strenu- 
ous efforts are made to establish the notion 
that Christ Himself, or at least St. John the 
Baptist, was at one time a member of the 
Qumran sect. 


All these assumptions are shown to-be 
worthless, For example, Father Graystone 
makes an overwhelming case for the fact 
that the Qumran group was distinctively 
Jewish in the strict Old Testament sense. 
They based themselves squarely and ex- 
clusively on the Mosaic law. They knew of 
nothing beyond it. The very language of 
the scrolls which has been construed as 
linked to the New Testament, is drawn di- 
rectly from the Old Testament. 


There is an impassable gulf between 
the exclusiveness of the Qumran com- 
munity and the universality of Christianity. 
The sectarians believed that by rigid pre- 
destination some men (themselves alone) 
were marked out for the favor of God. 
while all others were the irredeemable ob- 
jects of His unchangeable disfavor and 
bound for destruction. There is in their 
writings not the slightest hint of God’s 
love of all men and of salvation open to all. 
Nor is there anything at all like the apos- 
tolic mission to the whole world, which is 
at the very core of Christianity. 


As for the Messias, the Qumran people 
believed in not one but two. These two 
would appear only at the end of the world, 
to usher the small band of the righteous (to 
repeat, the Qumran members alone) into 
paradise. The idea of a Saviour appearing 
in the midst of time and with a mission to, 
and for the benefit of, all mankind, is utter- 
ly foreign to the Qumran doctrine. 


What has been tortured into references 
to a Messias (like Christ) suffering under 
a wicked priest refers to the disfavor with 
which the head of the Qumran sect was, 
understandably, treated by the high priest 
at Jerusalem. In none of the texts is there 
the faintest suggestion of a Messias being 
put to death and rising again. The idea that 
there is such a suggestion, prevalent thanks 
to Allegro, is completely without warrant. 

The alleged similarities to Christian 
Baptism and the Eucharist are nothing of 
the sort. The Qumran sect had, like the 
Jews generally, rites of purification, in 
which bodily washing symbolized unceas- 
ing effort to cleanse oneself spiritually. But 
the constantly repeated ablutions of the 
Qumran community were never held to be 
sacramental in the Christian sense. They 
did not, like Baptism, confer grace. 

There were ritual meals, as in the Jew- 
ish religion (the Passover meal, for ex- 
ample) and in others. But any parallel with 
the Eucharist is sheer fiction. The men of 
Qumran knew they were eating only ordin- 
ary food. They had no notion of the table 
of the Lord and the reception of His Body 
and Blood. 


Tue idea that, in the hidden years, 
Christ was actually in the Qumran mon- 
astery is readily exploded by the words of 
the Galileans when He began preaching 
among them. They knew Him well, they 
said. Wasn’t He the carpenter’s son, from 
Nazareth? | 

Similarly, the view that St. John the 
Baptist was at Qumran will not stand up. 
For one thing, the Qumran people were 
sworn to lifelong residence in the monas- 
tery; for another, a preaching mission to the 
sons of darkness was entirely counter to 
their basic concepts. 

There is much else which can be said 
in refutation of the fantastically erroneous 
popular interpretation of the Dead Sea 
scrolls. Father Graystone says it, succinctly 
and jwith devastating logic. His is a most 
timely and forceful work, and should have 
the widest circulation and study.

retary and a servant maid. Though Russell appealed 
five times against the verdict, it was always sustained. 


In the final judgment of the court in October 1911, it 


was affirmed that Russell’s conduct toward his wife had 
been “one of continual domination that would necessar- 
ily render the life of any sensitive Christian woman a 
burden and make her condition intolerable.” 

Russell promptly transferred his holdings, esti- 
mated at more than $240,000, to the Watch Tower Bible 
and Tract Society, which he in reality controlled. This 
was done, it is alleged, to escape payment of the ali- 
mony ordered by the court. 

Russell was brought into further discredit by the 
sale of the so-called “miracle wheat,” in his Brooklyn 
Tabernacle at $60 a bushel, when it was really worth 
(so it was alleged) only about a dollar a bushel. The 
Brooklyn Eagle exposed the fraud and published a 
highly damaging cartoon. With his customary pro- 
clivity for litigation, Russell sued the newspaper, only 
to have the court decide in its favor. 

Even worse notoriety was incurred by Russell’s 
sponsoring a “cancer cure,” which was disclosed to be 
nothing more than a caustic paste of chloride of zinc. 
Investigation proved that the concoction was not only 
worthless but definitely harmful, and that some un- 
fortunate victims probably had their deaths hastened 
by its application. 

Like the typical quack that he was, Russell also 
sponsored the sale of “Santonine,” a “wonder-working 
cure” for appendicitis. It was “recommended also for 
typhoid fever which is also a worm disease.” It is 
scarcely necessary to say that Santonine was as worth- 
less as his “cure for cancer.” So insatiable was his appe- 
tite for quackery, however, that he went in also for the 
promotion of the notorious “Millenial Bean,” guaran- 
teed to outgrow all other varieties, and for the “Won- 
derful Cotton Seed,” guaranteed to “revolutionize” the 
production of cotton. 


Russet pretended to be a profound Biblical 
scholar, quoting Greek words in his writings, and fre- 
quently attributing to them a special sense which they 
never possessed at all. In a court in Hamilton, Canada, 
in 1913, he declared under oath in support of his claim 
to be an expert Scriptural scholar that he knew Greek. 

When challenged and handed a Greek New Testa- 
ment, he was forced shame-facedly to admit that he did 
not know even the Greek alphabet, and that he knew 
nothing of Hebrew or of Latin despite his pretensions 
to a knowledge of those languages also. Thus he was 
unmasked as a perjurer, a fraud, and a charlatan, trad- 
ing on the ignorance of his gullible victims. 

Russell was taken sick on a train traveling through 


_ Texas and died on October 31, 1916. The paranoic de- 


lusion of grandeur which had manifested itself increas- 
ingly in his later years reached its climax in the last 
words he uttered, “Wrap me in a Roman toga.” Thus 
passed away the eccentric founder of a cult as bizarre 
and fantastic as its creator. 

The person who knew him best was undoubtedly 
his wife, who saw him and had to live with him “off 
stage.” Speaking calmly and objectively and with no 
trace of personal bitterness, she thus appraised him: 
“His life was one continuous round of expensive tour- 
ing, at tremendous cost to many of his deceived follow- 
ers ...1am so thankful to my Lord who has delivered 
me from the snare, even though it was accomplished 
through fiery trial.” 

After an exhaustive study of the man and his work, 


Rev. Dr. J. A. Maynard in a booklet, “Russellism,” pub- . 


lished by the Society for Promoting Christian Know- 
ledge, reaches this conclusion: “Grasping and dishon- 
est in money matters, morbid in his approach toward 
the other sex, untruthful, self-satisfied, fond of litiga- 
tion, Russell would have been expelled from the min- 
istry of any decent church.” 

That seems to us a fair, temperate and accurate ap-

seldom, if ever, found in the literature which now 
streams from the sect’s busy Brooklyn press. Mention 
his name to the average Witness and you are met with 
an uncomprehending stare. The man once hailed by 
his followers as second only to the Apostle Paul as the 
herald of the Almighty lies buried in oblivion.
